AMERICAN CIVIL LIBERTIES UNION 


The FBI has never conducted an Investigation of the 
American Civil Liberties Union. It is noted that the Fifth 
Report of the California Senate Fact-Finding Committee on 
Un-American Activities (19^9) notes the following: "American 
Civil Liberties Union; Cited as heavily infiltrated with 
Communists and fellow travelers and frequently following the 
Communist Party line and defending Communists, particularly 
in its Los Angeles unit. (California Committee on Un-American 
Activities Report, 1948, pages 108-12)" 

In connection with the foregoing citation the 
following is noted: In January, 1955i an official of the 

California Senate Fact-Finding Committee on Un-American 
Activities advised that a representative of the American 
Civil Liberties Union contacted the Committee to discuss the 
above citation. At that time this individual advised that 
two members of the American Civil Liberties Union in Los 
Angeles had been expelled because of their pro-Communis*c 
sympathies. On May 27j 1955^ a representative of the California 
Senate Fact-Finding Committee on Un-American Activities advised 
that the status of the American Civil Liberties Union, Insofar 
as the Committee's evaluation is concerned, has not been 
changed and that the Committee's past characterizations of 
the American Civil Liberties Union remain the same. 

In connection with the above, it is noted that the 
34th Annual Report of the American Civil Liberties Union (for 
the year 1954) re-affirms the anti-Communlst and antl-Fasclst 
policy of the American Civil Liberties Union and maintains 
also that it will defend the civil liberties of all persons 
regardless of any political party, organization, denomination, 
race or nationality to which a person may belong.

Lasting Peace), a group formed in 196! in the Los Angeles area 
vrlth the purpose of deraonstrating for peace. 

As of 1964, LA T -4 stated that Bradbury vjas a member 
of the American Civil Liberties Union,

In 1967, he vjas a sponsor for Assembly of Men and 
VI omen of the Arts concerned \fith the v/ar in Vietnam; in I966, 
he vras a sponsor for the VJestsldo Committee of Concern on 
Vietnam; in 1963^ he v/as a sponsor for Southern California 
Council for a Sane Nuclear Policy; as of i960 he was a member 
of Los Angeles Coimiittee for a Sane Nuclear Policy. 

LA T -4 stated that Bradbury was observed on October 27 
1962 as a protestor on a picket line sponsored by the Los 
Angeles Student Peace Union^ a g 3 ’oup formed to protest the 
blockade of Cuba. In 1963^ Bradburj^ according to LA T- 4 ^ 
was active v;ith CORE^ a civil rights organization^ in planning 
strategy of demonstrations. 

On September 29 , I962, LA T -4 stated that the "Daily 
People's World", a well knov/n VIest Coast communist publication, 
contained an article on page 12 entitled "Opposition at Home 
and Abroad Rises Against U, S, Policy in Cuba." This article 
made reference to a public hearing by 44 prominent Americans 
against milltai''y intervention and an appeal for re-establishing 
relations with Cuba. This appeal appeared as an advertisement 
in the "New York Times" on September I6, 1962 and Bradbury 
was a signor. 

On July 19^ 1968, LA T -4 was recontacted and he 
(U) advised that he could furnish no further information on Brad- 
biir> y noT» noiild he furni sh any Information which vfould indicate 
[\‘;hy | I was furniehed Bradbury's name^J^ 

On July 22 , I968, LA T -3 V7as recontacted and advised 
that he could furnish no information concerning Bradbury 
which V 70 uld indicate any possible Cuban connections. 

On August 9 ; 1988, LA T -2 was recontacted and he 

(U) advised that he could furnish no inf ormatl on F'fhlch would 

indicate a connection between Bradbu ry and I ~| 

I added that Bradbury 

V 70 ufct be a type person vrho might be invited to attend the 
Cultural Congress of Havana because of his liberal vlev; but 
that he had no definite information concerning this matter.

On May 13 , 1968 ^ the records of the Retail Merchants 
Credit Association^ Los Angeles were reviewed and they 
reflected that Ray Douglas Bradbury and his wife. Marguerite^ 
had a x’ecord since 1950. As of October 1959, his residence 
was 10265 Cheviot Drive, Los Angeles, California. The 
record showed the following inquiries: November 1, I 96 ?, 
Chesterfield Music Shop; December I 966 , Los Angeles Depart- 
ment of V/ater and Pov;er; September 1966 , Alfred Dunkill, 

136 South Rodeo Drive, Beverly Hills (telephone CR 4-5351). 

His occupation is listed as a free lance v/riter and it shows 
he is a member in good standing of the Screen Writers 
Guild, Los Angeles, California > 

On June 22, 1968 and July 7, I 968 , sources of 
information familiax* with some phases of Cuban activity 
in the Los Angeles area were contacted and they could furnish 
no information regarding the activities of Bradbury. 

On May 28, I 968 , the records of the Los Angeles 
police Department (LAPD), Los /ngeles, California, reflected 
that Ray Douglas Bradbury was arrested on December 31, 19^3 
on suspicion of violation of a Selective Service and Training 
Act, 1940 and he was released cn January 3, 1944, record 
number 62193, booking number 5874. The records of the 
LAPD contain no additional record concerning Bradbury. 

On May 27, I 968 , the records of the Los Angeles 
County Sheriff’s Office (LASO), Los Angeles, California, 
v/ere revle\7ed and they contained no information identifiable 
to Bradbury.
